REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims an 
organic electroluminescence device comprising a substrate; first and second electrodes; a light 
emitting layer formed between the first electrode and the second electrode; a hole blocking layer 
formed between the light emitting layer and a second electrode with the hole blocking layer 
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comprising chemical formula 2 as defined in claim 6. Additionally, applicant claims an organic 
electroluminescence device comprising a substrate; first and second electrodes; a light emitting 
layer formed between the first electrode and the second electrode; a hole blocking layer formed 
between the light emitting layer and a second electrode with the hole blocking layer comprising 
chemical formula 3 as defined in claim 7. The closest prior art, Tutt, U.S. Pre Grant Publication 
2006/0084347 does not provide for an organic electroluminescence device comprising a hole 
blocking layer formed between the light emitting layer and a second electrode wherein the hole 
blocking layer comprises chemical formula 2 or 3 as defined in claims 6-7.
